The  improve men b  in  waber  supply  in  many  villages 
aggravabes  bhe  deficiencies  of  bhe  sewage  disposal 
arrangemenbs .  Parishes  are  pressing  for  proper 
sewerage;  bhe  schemes  already  in  hand,  bogebher  wibh 
bhose  for  housing  and  waber  supplies,  are  sbrebching  bo 
bhe  full  bhe  resources  of  bhe  Council  for  labour  and 
ma  b  eri  al  s . 

The  Prevenbion  of  Damage  by  Pesbs  Acb,  19^9  came 
inbo  operabion  on  31sb  March,  1950.  This  Acb 

imposes  on  bhe  Disbricb  Council  a  general  obligabion 
bo  ensure  bhab,  so  far  as  is  pracbi cable,  bhe  Disbricb 
is  kepb  free  from  rabs  and  mice. 

Again  I  desire  bo  bhank  Members  of  bhe  Council 
for  bheir  kindness  and  considerabion,  and  my  colleagues 
for  bheir  ready  co-operabion  and  bhe  help  bhey  have 
given  bhroughoub  bhe  year.

The . Regis trar-General ’ s  estimated  total  population, 
10,520,  is  a  fall  of  400  from  the  previous  year,  but  the  1951 
Census  figures  are  available  at  the  time  of  writing  and  give 
the  population  as  21,881. 

BIRTH  RATE 


.Live  births  during  the  year  numbered  35^  as  compared  with 
384  in.  1949.  In  spite  of  the  decrease  the  local  birth  rate 
is  17.2,  which  compares  favourably  with  the  rate,  15.8,  for  the 
country  as  a  whole. 

If  the  age  distribution  of  the  local  population  is  taken 
into  account  to  find  the  corrected  birth  rate,  18.4,  the 
position  is  even  more  favourable  as  regards  births. 

DEATH  RATE 

There  was  a  slight  increase  in  the  deaths  over  those  in 
19^9 s  231  as  against  221,  even  so  the  local  Death  Rate,  11.3? 
is  lower  than  the  national  death  rate,  11.6  Here  again 

an  adjustment  should  be  made  in  the  local  rate  for  purposes  of 
comparison  because  of  the  high  proportion  of  elderly  people  in 
the  District.  The  corrected  death  rate  is  10. 5>  a  very  low 
figure. 

INFANT  MORTALITY 

During  the  year  354  children  were  born  and  ten  died  before 
they  were  a  year  old,  giving  an  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  of  28.2 
per  1,000  live  births,  as  compared  with  29.8  for  England  and  Wales. 
Alth  ough  the  local  infantile  mortality  rate  for  1950  is  higher 
than  the  remarkably  low  rate  in  1949*  it  is  still  better  than  the 
national  rate,  which  itself  shows  a  welcome  and  steady  decline  year 
by  year. 

The  decline  in  infantile  deaths  has  been  due  to  a  great 

saving  in  life  after  children  are  a  month  old.  Deaths  in  the 
neonatal  period  have  not  diminished  in  the  same  way. 

No  less  than  six  of  the  ten  infantile  deaths  took  place 
in  this  period.  The  neonatal  mortality  rate  being  17  per 
1,000  live...  births . 

The  causes  of  death  of  the  infant  in  this  period  are  bound 
up  with  the  health  of  the  mother  in  pregnancy  and  confinement. 
Antenatal  care  and  use  of  facilities  for  the  care  of  premature 
infants  both  at  home  and  in  hospital  will  bring  about  a  diminution 
of  neonatal  deaths.

SCARLET  FEVER 

Fifteen  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified  as  compared 
with  2.1  cases  the  previous  year,  the  local  rate  being  0.7  per 
1,000  of  the  population  as  against  a  national  rate  of  1.5 
There,  were  no  deaths  and  the  cases  generally  were  of  a  mild 
type r  Where  possible  cases  were  isolated  at  home..  There 

was  no  spread  of.  the  disease  because  this  course  was  adopted, 
and  valuable  hospital  beds  were  set  free. 

DIPHTHERIA 

A  case  of  clinical  diphtheria  occurred  ina  youth  who 
.had  been  immunised  as  a  baby.  Palatal  paralysis  typical 
of  the  disease,  developed  but  the  diphtheria  bacillus  was  not 
cultured  from  throat  swabs. 

WHOOPING  COUGH 

Notifications  of  whooping  cough  increased  from  35  in  the 
previous  year  to  89  in  the  year  under  review.  The  rate  per 
1000  was  4.4-  as  against  3 <-8  for  the  country  as  a  whole. 
Although  no  deaths  occurred,  the  disease  in  young  infants  is 
distressing  and  dangerous. 

The  protection  afforded  by  immunisation  is,  as  ye t ,  not 
so  good  as  in  the  case  of  diphtheria. 

MEASLES 

Although  measles  was  more  prevalent  during  the  year, 

177  cases  compared  with  73  in  the  previous  year,  the  local 
case  rate,  8.8  per  1,000  of  the  population  was  much  the  same 
as  in  th.e  country  as  a  whole,  8.4  per  1,000. 

There  were  no  deaths  due  to  measles. 
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POLIOMYELITIS 


There  were  five  cases  of  poliomyelitis ,  making  the 
local  rate  0.25  per  1,000  of  the  population  as  against 
0.16  for  the  country  as  a  whole.  There  were  no  deaths 
and  in  only  one  instance  is  there  serious  residual  paralysis.

CLEM  FOOD  CAMPAIGN 


Registration  of  catering  premises  is  not  compulsory 
but  a  list  of  such  places  has  been  compiled.  There  are 
approximately  250  establishments  carrying  on  the  business 
of  catering,  fish  frying,  sale  of  ice  cream,  grocers,  bakers 
and  butchers.  A  systematic  inspection  of  these  premises 
is  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors.  At  the  visit 
particular  attention  ispaid  to  cleanliness  of  premises  and 
personnel  and  to  the  arrangements  for  preparation,  handling 
and  storage  of  food.  A  copy  of  the  Council's  byelaws  for 
securing  the  observance  of  sanitary  and  cleanly  conditions 
and  practices  in  connection  with  the  sale  of  food,  together 
with  health' educational  leaflets  appropriate  to  the  trade, 
are  given  to  the  staff  of  the  establishment.  Where 
necessary  suggestions  for  the  alterations  of  the  premises 
are  made.

Although  the  percentage  of  children  immunise  1  against 
diphtheria  has  increased  from  83%  in  19^9  to  86%,  there  was 
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s°ne  falling  off  in  the  important  age  groups  of  children 
under  1  year  old  and  under  2  years  old.  This  was  'due 
o  the  prevalence  of  polionyeli tis  in  the  summer  months, 
ho  immunisation  was  carried  out  from  July  to  mid-October, 
ihere  was,  therefore,  a  considerable  leeway  to  make  up  and 
special  efforts. were  made  to  deal  with  the  situation. 

arbiculars  available  at  the  time  of  writing  show  that  these 
efforts  have  been  largely  successful.

There  were  nine  new  cases  and  six  deaths  from  tuberculosis 
as  compared  with  seventeen  new  cases  and  ten  deaths  the 
previous  year. 

The  incidence  of  the  disease  in  this  district  is  not 
greater  than  elsewhere. 

In  making  recommendations  for  rehousing,  patients 
suffering  from  tuberculosis  are  classified  in  three  categories. 
Category  UAM  includes  only  those  patients  having  chronic  infectious 
pulmonary  tuberculosis,  usually  with  a  positive  sputum,  where  the 
housing  conditions  are  bad  and  young  adults  or  children  are  at 
great  risk. 

The  Council  were  able  to  rehouse  all  persons  who  were 
recommended  in  this  category. 

Category  MB'’  includes  patients  suffering  from  all  forms  of 
tuberculosis  where  the  disease  is  active  and  where  housing 
conditions  are  likely  to  have  a  detrimental  effect  on  the  general 
health  of  the  patient. 
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Category  ”C”  includes  all  obher  cases  of  buberculosis 
where  priority  for  rehousing  should  be  given  on  social  grounds 
and  nob  on  nedical.

AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

The  Anbulance  Service  is  operabed  by  bhe  Counby  Council. 
There  is  a  control  station  at  Chelbenhan  and  a  sub-sbabion 
at  More bon-in-Marsh ,  The  Anbulance  Service  nay  be  obtained 
by  telephoning  Chelbenhan  5112  and  in  energency  dialing  i,999u 
or  ”0”  bo  bhe  local  Exchange  and  asking,  f or ’’Anbulance  Service”. 

A  Hospital  Oar  Service  is  operated?  48  hours  notice 
should  be  given  of  bhe  requirements,  and  requests  for  this 
Service  nade  to  bhe  Control  Sbabion  at  Chelbenhan.  The 
Service  is  available  for  baking  patients  bo  and  fron  appoint¬ 
ments  in  connection  with  the  National  Health  Service  when  bhe 
use  of  public  transport  is  nob  possible. 

HOME!  HELP  SERVICE . 

This  Service  is  organised  by  bhe  Counby  Council.  The 
Hone  Help  bakes  over  bhe  running  of  bhe  hone  where  bhe  house¬ 
wife  is  benporarily  incapacitated.  A  charge  according  bo  a 
scale  of  assessment  is  nade  for  the  Service,

No  application  was  nade  bo  bhe  Court  under  this  Section 
for  bhe  removal  of  aged  or  infirm  people  living  in  insanitary 
circumstances  and  unable  bo  devote  bo  themselves,  and  nob 
receiving  fron  obher  people,  proper  care  and  attention. 
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The  Hone  Help  Service  continues  bo  be  of  great  help 
in  Dany  instances  where  aged  people  are  living  alone.  A 
little  timely  help,  such  as  the  provision  of  a  hot  neal, 
often  enables  the  old  people  bo  carry  on  in  their  own  hone 
instead  of  having  bo  seek  residential  acconnodation . 

There  is  as  yet  no  systematic  visiting  of  lonely  old 
people.  If  such  visiting  were  the  custom  action  could 

be  taken  in  some  cases  bo  prevent  insanitary  conditions 
developing. 

HOUSING 

At  December,  1950  the  Council  had  built  246  houses 
since  the  war,  including  40  temporary  bungalows;  76 
houses  were  under  construction. 

Demolition  of  the  Nissen  hubs,  and  rehousing  of  the 
families  at  the  old  camp  sites  at  Maugersbury,  Blockley 
and  Mickle  ton  continued.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  the 
site  at  Micklebon  had  been  cleared,  11  huts  remained  at 
Maugersbury,  and  2  at  Blockley. 

Brick  built  hubs  on  the  Honeybourne  Aerodrome  were 
converted  during  the  year  bo  provide  ben  homes  of  prefab 
standard,  with  an  estimated  life  of  10  years, 

OVERCROWDING 

The  following  table  sets  out  the  position  with  regard 
bo  certified  cases  of  s  babutory  overcrowding  in  the  district. 
In  each  instance  representations  have  been  made  bo  the  Council 
for  the  family  to  be  rehoused.

Section  20  of  the  Ho  losing  Act,  1949  empowers  local 
authorities  to  make  grants  to  private  owners  for  the  provision 
of  dwellings  by  the  conversion  of  houses  and  other  buildings 
and  for  the  improvement  of  existing  dwellings. 

Two  applications  for  grant  under  this  Section  were  under 
consideration  during  1950.

Considerable  progress  was  made  in  the  extentions  to  the 
Council’s  Comprehensive  Water  Scheme, 

Contract  No .  3  for  construction  of  headworks  for  the  new 
source  at  Seven  Springs  was  largely  completed  during  the  year. 

Similar  progress  was  made  in  the  £100,000  No,  A  Contract. 
Mains  were  laid  in  Upper  and  Lower  Swell,  upper  and  Lower 
Slaughter,  Dorn,  Wyck  Rissington  and  Clapton.  This  contract 
also  includes  re  cons  true  ti  on  of  foundations  and  new  machinery  at 
Upper  Swell  Pumping  Station;  reservoirs  at  Upper  Slaughter, 
Upper  &  Lower  Swell,  S tow-on-t he-Wold  and  Clapton;  together 
with  extension  of  mains  to  the  Kitebrook  area. 

’Work  commenced  in  December,  1930  on  Contract  No.  3  which 
was  let  for  £63,550.  The  Contract  provides  for  mains  to 
Maugersbury,  Oddington,  Adlestrop,  Daylesford,  Great  and  Little 
Rissington  and  Naunton,  with  reservoirs  at  Oddington,  Great 
and  Little  Rissington  and  Naunton. 

118  Samples  of  water  were  submitted  for  analysis  during 
the  year,  31  of  these  were  for  both  chemical  and  bacteriological 
investigation.  Samples  for  bacteriological  examination  were 
taken  each  month  from  the  Council’s  main  sources  at  Upper  Swell 
and  Blockley.  A  periodic  chemical  examination  was  also  made. 

Slight  contamination  with  surface  water  occurred  in  the 
Mill  Cottage  Springs  at  Blockley,  but  certain  road  gulleys  were 
diverted  with  a  satisfactory  result. 

The  reports  on  water  samples  from  the  Council’s  supply 
were  satisfactory  except  for  those  which  lead  to  this 
inves  tigation. 

Six  samples  were  taken  from  private  supplies;  where 
necessary  appropriate  action  was  taken. 

Chlorination,  a  requirement  of  the  Ministry  of  Local 
Government  end  Planning-,  is  carried  out  as  a  safeguard  in  the 
Council’s  supplies.  ,  .

The  sewerage  scheme  for  b he  five  northern  parishes, 

Mickle  bon,  As  bon— Sub -Edge  ,  Wes  bon-Sub-Edge ,  Sainbbury  and 
Willersey,  was  complebed  during  bhe  year. 

Sbow-on-bhe-Wold . 

Afber  a  Public  Inquiry  inbo  bhe  Council’s  proposals 
bo  raise  a  loan  of  £70,700  bo  provide  main  sewerage  and 
sewage  disposal  ab  Sbow-on-bhe-Wold,  bhe  Minis ber  of  Healbh 
gave  his  consenb  for  bhe  scheme  bo  proceed. 

3our bon-on-bhe-Waber,  Upper  8c  Lower  Slaughber . 

The  Minis  bry  of  Healbh,  afber  a  Public  Inquiry,  also 
gave  approval  bo  bhe  Council  bo  proceed  wibh  bhe  replacemenb 
of  sewers  ab  Bour bon-on-bhe-Waber,  Upper  and  Lower  Slaughber, 
and  provision  of  new  disposal  works  ab  a  cosb  of  £61,550. 

Ble  ding  bo  n 

The  provision  of  a  long  overdue  sewerage  scheme  for 
Bledingbon  was  held  up  in  order  bhab  negobiabion  for  a  <joinb 
scheme  mighb  bake  place  wibh  a  neighbouring  aubhoriby.  Afber 
inv es bigabion  bhe  Council  decided  bo  proceed  wibh  ibs  own 
scheme  bo  avoid  delay  and  for  reasons  of  economy. 

Wy c  k  Ri s si ng  bo  n 

Complainbs  are  made  of  pollubion  in  dibches  and  s breams  in 
and  around  bhe  village. 

There  are  52  houses  in  bhe  village,  and  in  recenb  years 
many  of  bhe  properbies  have  been  provided  wibh  sanibary 
fibbings  such  as  waber  closebs,  sinks  and  babhs.  Mosb  of 
bhe  sewage  is  unbreabed  and  discharges  inbo  dibches,  even  bo 
one  on  bhe  village  green.  The  local  waber  supplies  have  been 
augmenbed  by  bhe  Council’s  piped  supply.  These  facbors 
aggravabe  condi bions  caused  by  lack  of  a  proper  sewerage  sysbem. 
Represenbabions  have  been  made  bo  bhe  Minisbry  of  Local 
Govemmenb  and  Planning  for  sewerage  bo  be  provided  for  this 
village . 

Bour bon-on-bhe-Hill 

A  pebibion  bo  bhe  Council  was  received  from  residenbs 
complaining  of  unsabisf acbory  sewage  disposal  arrangemen bs . 

The  village  is  on  a  sbeep  hillside;  ib  is  impossible 
bo  provide  sepbic  banks  abnany  of  bhe  houses.  Where  buckeb 
closebs  exisb  difficulby  is  of  ben  found  in  disposal  of  nighb 
soil . 


Some  foul  sewage  finds  ibs  way  inbo  bhe  surface  waber 
sysbem,  bub  this  sysbem  cannob  be  adapbed  bo  serve  for  sewage 
disposal . 

A  scheme  has  been  prepared  and  submibbed  bo  bhe  Minisbry 
of  Local  Governmenb  and  Planning  bo  sewer  bhe  village  and 
connecb  bo  bhe  More bon-in-Marsh  sysbem.  A  local  disposal 
works  is  nob  advisable  as  bhere  is  no  sbream  in  bhe  viciniby 
large  enough  bo  give  bhe  necessary  dilubion  bo  bhe  effluenb. 
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SLUDGE  COMPOSTING  . 

Sludge  Compos bing  ab  bhe  Chipping  Campdeh  Disposal 
Works  conbinued  bhroughoub  bhe  year  and  proved  mosb 
successful.  Sbraw  for  bhe  process  is  found  by  a  local 
hor  biculburisb . 

The  sludge  composbed  wibh  sbraw  has  a  high  manurial 
value.  Ib  is  easier  bo  handle  and  bhere  is  a  saving  of 
labour  as  compared  wibh  bhe  old  sludge  drying  bed  mebhod 
of  disposal. 


FLOODING 

Several  bimes  during  bbe  year  flooding  book  place 
ab  More bon-in-Marsh ,  Bourbon-on- bhe-Waber  and  Bledingbon. 

The  flooding  has  become  more  frequenb  and  more  severe. 
Improvemenbs  in  land  and  road  drainage  enable  heavy  flows 
op  sborm  waber  bo  reach  low  lying  places  very  quickly. 

The  existing  surface  drainage  sysbems  in  bhese  places  may 
be  inadequate  and  bhen  flooding  occurs.  Inlebs  bo  bhe 
foul  sewers  become  submerged,  bhe  sewers  choked  and  a  nuisance 
is  caused  bhere by. 

CLOSURE  OF  CHURCHYARDS 

In  Rural  Disbricbs  up  bo  bhe  presenb  bime  ib  has 
nob  been  bhe  cusbom  bo  apply  for  official  closure  of  full 
churchyards  when  new  cemeberies  are  opened. 

However,  now  bhab  Secbion  269(2)  of  bhe  Local  Govern - 
menb  Acb,  1933  enables  a  rural  parish,  having  a  Parish 
Council,  bo  obbain  repaymenb  from  bhe  General  Rabe  fund  of 
bhe  expenses  of  mainbaining  a  closed  churchyard,  ib  is 
nabural  bhab  bhe  Church  Aubhoribies  should  make  use  of  the 
enc i bmenb , 

Applicabions  were  made  for  die  closure  of  bhe 
churchyards  ab  Chipping  Campden  and  Blockley.  There 
were  more  bhan  adequabe  grounds  for  giving  a  cerbificabe 
bhab  in  each  insbance  re-opening  bhe  ground  for  new  graves 
was  likely  bo  endanger  bhe  public  healbh.  In  due  course 
bobh  churchyards  were  closed  by  Order  in  Council.

Refuse  Collection 

The  district  collection  of  household  refuse  was  maintained 
throughout  the  year. 

Salvage 


The  salvage  of  useful  material  has  again  become  important. 

In  my  view  the  importance  of  this  work  was  overlooked  last  year 
by  the  Central  Authorities,  who  withdrew  support  from  this 
work  much  too  quickly.  In  so  doing  they  destroyed  a  nationally 
important  undertaking. 

It  should  have  been  realised  that  any  undertaking  of  this 
nature  required  depots,  plant  and  labour  which  are  easier  to 
discard  than  put  into  efficient  operating  order  again. 

I  trust  that  a  suitable  depot  and  organisation  will  soon 
be  built  up  again  allowing  useful  material  to  return  to  circu¬ 
lation  and  profits  from  the  same  be  helping  forward  the  expense 
of  necessary  services. 

Refuse  Disposal 

The  collapse  of  the  waste  paper  salvage  campaign  added  « 
to  the  problem  arising  from  the  only  method  of  disposal  of 
refuse  available  to  the  Council.  Paper  is  untidy  on  tips 
and  adds  to  the  possibility  of  fires. 

Unfortunately  available  sites  right  away  from  centres  of 
habitation  are  scarce,  and  the  necessity  of  utilizing  such 
quanies  as  are  available  is  giving  rise  to  numerous  complaints. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  the  pressing  need  for  proper 
incineration  of  household  refuse  should  coincide  with  a  period 
of  stringency.

MILK  AND  DAIRIES  REGULATIONS,  194-9 

Milk  Sampling 

24  samples  of  milk  were  taken  for  analysis,  13  of  which 
were  pasteurised  and  11  of  raw  milk. 

All  the  pasteurised  samples  were  satisfactory  but  two  of 
the  samples  of  raw  milk  did  nob  reach  an  approved  standard. 

The  attention  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture’s  Officers 
was  drawn  bo  these  poor  results  for  the  said  Officers  bo  take 
action  at  the  place  of  production. 

Milk  Retailers 


There  are  six  Milk  Retailers  registered  with  this  Council. 
Five  are  licenced  bo  deal  in  Pasteurised  milk  and  Six  licenced 
bo  deal  in  Tuberculin  Tested  milk. 

Other  retailers  in  the  area  are  producer-re bai lers  and 
come  under  the  supervision  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture. 

Ice  Cream 

Twelve  Ice  Cream  samples  were  taken.  Six  were  Grade  1, 
two  Grade  2,  two  Grade  3?  and  two  Grade  4. 

There  is  a  steady  tendency  for  ice  cream  retailers  to  give 
up  manufacture  and  bake  supplies  from  manufacturers  in  wrapped 
bl  oeks . 

This  is  an  improveme nt  as  the  weakest  point  of  the  procedure 
in  sale  is  handling  by  servers  and  there  is  little  chance  of  small 
makers  investing  in  necessary  heat  treatment  plants. 

Bakehouses 


47  visits  were  made  bo  bakehouses  which  were  generally  found 
bo  be  clean,  minor  improvements  were  carried  out  as  a  result  of 
verbal  intimations. 

Fried  Fish 

There  has  been  no  addition  bo  the  list  of  Fish  Fryers’ 
^Establishments  and  existing  premises  are  kept  clean  ahd  have 
given  no  cause  for  complaint. 

Caravans 

23  licences  bo  station  moveable  dwellings  were  issued.  All 
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bhe  sibes  have  been  b  idy  and  well  kepb  and  no  nuisance  caused. 
Public  Conveniences 

These  premises  conbinue  bo  suffer  wilful  damage, 
for  buna bely  in  nob  such  an  expensive  form  as  of  previous  years. 

Alberabions  and  addibions  bo  direcbion  signs  were  made  ab 
bhe  requesb  of  Parish  Councils  ab. J3bowoon-bhe-Wold  and  Morebon- 
in-Marsh . 

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  19^9 

This  new  Acb  delegabed  responsibiliby .  for .  Pesbs  ,  i_.e., 
rab  and  mouse  inf esbabions ,  bo  bhe  Rural  Disbricb  Council  as 
from  bhe  beginning  of  April,  1950. 

Mr,  Woolcombe  lefb  bhe  service  of  bhe  Counby  Council  and 
joined  bhe  Rural  Disbricb  Council  s  baff  in  bime  bo  carry  on 
bhe  work  from  bhe  commencemenb  of  bhis  Council’s  responsibility. 

This  enabled  bhe  deparbmenb  bo  s  bar b . operabing  ab  once; 
indeed  work  was  s barbed  before  bhe  law  prinbers  were  ready 
wi  bh  bhe  necessary  books,  no  bices  and  forms. 

The  Acb  throws  all  responsibiliby  for  ensuring  bhab  bhe 
provisions  are  carried  oub  on  bhe  Local  Aubhoriby ,  bub  reserves 
cerbain  operabions  bo  bhe  Minisbries  of  Agriculbure  and  Rood. 

During  bhe  period  April  bo  end  of  bhe  years- 
2788  visibs  were  made1  for  a,  11  purposes. 

1566  premises  were  surveyed,  15^7  found  bo  be  clear  of  rabs,  etc 
and  219  discovered  bo  be  infesbed  by  Tabs  or  mice  in  varying 
degrees  0  Of  bhese  209  were  dealb  wibh  by  bhe  Council  s 

operabor,  and  10  by  obhers. 

In  addibion  bo  bhe  above  work  100  visibs  were  made  in 
connecbion  wibh  besbing  and  poisoning  ab  sewer  manholes. 

The  number  of  complainbs  of  rabs  and  mice  received  from 
bhe  public  numbered  66, 

The  number  of  premises  infesbed  includes  also  proper  by 
of  bhe  Council,  such  as  sewage  works  or  bips. 

The  sewage  works,  sewers  and  refuse  bips  have  been 
regularly  surveyed  and  deal b  wibh  as  occasion  arises. 

The  Air  Minis  bry  ac  cep  bad  bhe  Council’s  bender  for  pesb 
operabions  ab  Rissingbon  Aerodrome. 

Work  was  also  underbaken  ab  a  Minis bry  of  Rood  grain  shore, 
for  repression  of  infesbabion  by  mice. 

All  rabepayers  were  circularised  informing  bhem  of  bhe 
Council’s  readiness  bo  underbake  rab  repression  work. 

Some  have  expressed  bheir  sabisfacbion  wibh  bhe  resulb 
of  work  by  bhe  Council  sbaff  afber  experience  of  some  obher 
operabors . 

Ib  was  nob  necessary  bo  serve  sbabubory  nobices  bo  enforce 
bhe  Acb  during  bhe  year. 

Generally  bhe  Public  have  given  willing  co-operabion  in 
bhe  work,  and  we  have  meb  wibh  no  obsbruebion. 
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
